BALTIMORE CORRESPOND- 
ENCE. 


The Beecher Scandal—Grant and the 
Third Term—Other Topics of 
the day. 


BALTIMORE, July 15, 1874. 

I was about to make my pen congratu- 
late you, on beginning this letter, in view 
of the finale of the Hill-Stephens contro- 
versy. The case now goes tothe jury; 
and like many cases referred to such 
tribunals, there will be no unanimity in 
the verdict. The friends of the Ex-Vice 
President doubtless consider him ‘“mas- 
ter of the situation,” whilst the admirers 
of the Ex-Senator claim for him a vic- 
tory as brilliant as the rhetoric by which 
he has won it. For myself, I am much 
in the situation of the judge who was so 
confused by the pleadings of opposing 
counsel that he could reach no satisfac- 
tory conclusion. When Mr. Hill would 
state his case 1 have said he has the ad- 
vantage most clearly, and inthis mind I 
would continue until my faith was shaken 
by the positive denial of Mr, Stephens. 

It is to be regretted that such splendid 
talents should be wasted in unprofitable 
logomachy. Mr. Hill ought to be in 
Congress. He is the only man | know in 
the South eapable of whipping out the 
notorious representative from Massachu- 
setts, whose name is a synonym for beast. 
If he ‘‘stands” for Congress, Georgia 
could not do better than to utilize his 
splendid powers in her own interest. 
All parties in this region regret the re- 
tirement of Mr. Stephens. He made one 
or two speeches during his brief sojourn 
in the louse, which indicated that though 
the casket was perishing the jewel it con- 
tained was as bright and sparkling as of 
yore. Pity such a gem could not have a 
setting in keeping with its value. 

The Tilton-Beecher scandal is just now 
the particular sensation in this latitude. 
With Congress adjourned, with the 
country at peace, with the thermometer 
as inflated as the currency, the agitation 
of this topic has been a great boon to 
newsmongers and they have made the 
most of it, furnishing, almost daily, 
something in the way of fact and con- 
jecture. Mr. Beecher has been the most 
popular man in America, and it is not 
surprising that the interest in the pending 
discussion should be profound and wide 
spread. As a pulpit orator he is without 
a peer among living men. In theology 
he is vacillating and erratic. At one time 
an outspoken universalist, in the 
next sermon he warns his _hear- 
ers of the ‘‘wrath to come.” Now he is 
claimed by Unitarians as one of their 
faith; but to-morrow he plants himself 
squarely beside the most orthodox. But 
he is a man of large heart and noble im- 
pulses; and every generous mind would 
mourn over the eclipse which such a man 
must suffer if the accusations preferred 
against him are sustained. The latest 
phase of the affair is the appointment of 
a committee at the request and on the 
nomination of Mr. Beecher for the inves- 
tigation of the matter. Of course they 
will acquit him, and Mr. Beecher will 
continue to preach and to draw crowds 
as usual; but the estimate in which the 
public will hold him must depend on the 
facts disclosed. 

This morning ‘‘Old Prob.” predicted 
decidedly warm weather for to-day, and 
as I write these lines, in the stifling at- 
mosphere and with the perspiration ex- 
uding from every pore, I am ready to 
pronounce him a true prophet. I see 
sundry of your citizens coming in this 
direction; but, if they are in quest of a 
cooler temperature, I would advise them 
to remain in Atlanta. If you did but 
know it, your city has a summer climate 
not surpassed by that of any city on this 
continent. Your cool nights always give 
you, unless you are too near the roof, re- 
freshing sleep. After this thorough re- 
cuperation you can sustain, without much 
inconvenience, the mid-day heats. With 
such aclimate, such salubrity, such man- 
ufacturing facilities, it is not  sur- 
prising that our friend Norcross 
should have waxed so eloquent in the in- 
teresting paper that recently appeared in 
Tue Constitution. Nothing but the 
folly of her own citizens can prevent 
Georgia from becoming the first of the 
Southern States, and Atlanta all that Mr. 
Norcross and her most enthusiastic 
friends desire for her. Providence has 
done her part, what will the people do ” 

I see your papers are discussing Gen. 
Grant forathird term. There is, at the 
present time, not the slightest probability 
that the party now sustaining him will 
again put him in nomination. There are 
toommany aspirants for the post. Even 
if his popularity was undiminished with 
his party they would shrink from con- 
ferring on him on honor who the most il- 
lustrious of his predecessors failed to re- 
ceive. But not afew prominent Repub- 
licaas have become disgusted with 
Ulysses and they rejoice that his last term 
will soon begin his wane. Grant is be- 
coming quite too liberal for their diges- 
tion. He went so far (according to an 
interviewer) as to say on a recent occa- 
sion that he would much prefer to see 
the State of South Carolina in the hands 
of the Democratic party than under the 
sway of the unprincipled crew who now 
control its politics. Inaddition to this, 
his appointment to office of several promi- 
nent ex-Confederates has attracted fierce 
censures from some of the extreme men of 
his party. Would it be surprising if discar- 
ded by the Republicans, the Democrats 
should rally round himas their best men. 
Yes it would be very strange—but not 
than for a Democratic convention to sup- 

ort Horace Greeley; ‘‘General {Grant, 
it is said, does not desire torun again,” 
but of course he would do so if convinced 
that the good of the country demanded it. 
Certain it is that no Southern man, nor 
Northern peace Democrat can be the 
next President, but the Democrats may 
get into power by being true to their prin- 
ciples without regard to men.

The United States 
government, for instance, would 
charge no more for o letter directed to 
Russia than for a leiter addressed to a por- 
son in Canada. This is; of course, an 
immense simplification for the public 
and a natural result of the former pro- 
vision, that no country shall make any 
charge for transit postage. Itis also to 
be agreed that the postage for a toreign 
single letter shall in no case exceed eight 
cents of United States money, four 
pence in England, forty centimes in 
France, three gros#len in Germany. The 
German goveramcnt will propose — to 
make the rate even one half lower, but it 
will probably take some years betore the 
other governments will agree to such a 
reduction. For postal cards, newspa 
pers, etc., similararrangements are to be 
made and the rates reduced to the lowest 
possible point.

How an Over Anxious Clerk got hime 
self into Trouble. 


Yesterday our detectives, with the aasist- 

ance of abe poulcs, developed a.case of very 

2 systematic larceny, The vic- 

is our friend, Dr. E. Van Goidtsnoven, 

and the stolen property consists of the birds, 

goldfish, flowers, etc., which the Doctor 
keeps for sale. 


THE THEFT REPORTED BY A CLERK, WHO RE- 
| PORTS A LITTLE TOO MUCH. 


Dr. Van Goidtsnoven has for a long 
time occupied a store on Marietta street on 
the ground floor ofthe Capitol building. 

This store the Doctor keeps plentifully 
supplied with rare aud beautiful flow ers 
and shrubs, singing and pet birds, goldfish, 
rabbits, etc. 

The Doctor does a thriving business 
among our ladies, furnishing them with pet 
flowers or birds as they may desire. The 
charge and custody of this store was placed 
in the hands of a man Patrick Aharan 
who in times past, made his living 
by gardening. The business went on swim- 
ingly under Aharan’s administration, except 
that there would occur every now and then 
a remarkable disappearance of flowers, and 
other articles, which the Doctor thought a 
little provoking. Patrick was as full of expla- 
nations as a sausage is full of meat, and 
these disappearance were set down to the 
usual wear and tear of a flourishing busi- 
ness, He carries a heap to this store. On 
Sunday night Patrick presented himself be- 
fore the Doctor and informed him, with 
an appearance of innocent agitation, that the 
place had been robbed. ‘The two returned 
to the store, and after a brief investigation 
discovered that five birds and their cages 
were Inissing—four canaries and one mock- 
ing bird. Other things might also have 
been missing, but the Doctor could not dis- 
cover it at that time. The two repaired to 
the public quarters, to have the matter in- 
vestigated, and there now, Patrick gave 
the following explanation. 

AHARAN’S STORY. 

Aharan says that late Sunday afternoon, 
he went into the store to see if everything 
was allright. He found them exactly as he 
left them, and after feeding the birds, &c., 
he‘hung two canaries against the wall to 
keep the rats from getting at them. He then 
locked the door, put the key in his pocket 
and departed. About nine o,clock that night 
he returned, when to his astonishment he 
found the door slightly ajar with a key in the 
lock, on the outside. To appreciate this 
statement it must be remembered that the 
lock was a patent lock, and could only be 
opened by a fac simile of the proper key. 

pon discovering the door open and the 
key in it, he immediately hunted up Dr. Van 
Goidtsnoyen, and the two searched inside 
With the result above stated. This was all 
Aharar had te say, but his evident anxiety 
to have somebody arrested, and his eager- 
ness to assist in the search made the officers 
“smell a rat.”’ The detectives, Ed. Murphy 
and Bomar, who while they kept one eye on 
virtuous Patrick, tried with the other to find 
out where those birds had gone. 

KIDGELEE’S PETS. 

Nowitso happened that on last Saturday 
afternoon Lieutenant; Flynn, of the police, 
was riding around to see what he could see, 
and stopped on Whitehall street near the 
residence of another Patrick, Mr. Patrick 
Ridgelee. This gentleman resides next 
above the corner of Mitchell and Mangum 
streets. The Lieutenant noticed that the 
verandah in the rear of the house was deco- 
rated with a vast number of tlower pots and 
flowers, so that he begd#h to think it possi- 
ble Dr. Van Goidtsnoven had recently 
moved out there. In one of the piazzas 
he saw Mr. Aharan, apparently very much at 
home, and conversing with an unknown 
gentleman. Yesterday this little incident 
was brought to Mr. Aharan’s attention; and 
when asked what he was doing out there, 
and with whom he was talking, he became 
so very much confused that the smell of the 
rat got fifty per cent stronger. On _ yester- 
dav the detectives, who had been actively at 
work, discovered sufficient to authorize 
them to proceed to extremities. Accordingly 
a search warrant was taken out for; Mr. 
Ridgelee’s benetit, and Mr, Aharan was ar- 
rested and locked up inthe station house. 
Mr. Ridgelee was very indignant when the 
officers started to search his premises, and 
bestowed upon them some very choice 
figures of speech. The search, however, 
went on, and unfortunately for Mr, 
Ridgelee resulted not only in the discovery 
of the five birds, but also in the discovery 
of a quantity of flowers, shawls, &c., which 
bore a striking resemblance to certain 
flowers and shawls, which Mr. Van Goidts- 
noven had owned in times past. Anyhow 
the detectives thought a temporary retire- 
ment to Fulton county jail would be bene- 
ficial to Mr. Ridgelee, and might lead to 
further discoveries. He was accordingly 
prevailed upon to accompany them to that 
classic structure. 

The case will probably have a hearing to- 
day before Justice Ezzard, who issued the 
search warrant. The indication strongly 
shows, not only that Mr. Van Goidtsnoyen 
has been systematically plundered by his 
own clerk, but that Mr. Ridgelee’s choice 
flowers, goldfish, &c., constitut's a part, if 
not all of the plunder.
